Action Items: 


a. Responsible for operation of all installed equipment {includes 
all cryptographic, communicstions, data transmission: Untvac 1004, Autodin, 
and facsimile recorders). 


b. Responsible for condition (cleanliness, state of repair, 
security, fire watch) of all installed communications, data transmission, 
facsimile equipment and the entire communications area. 


c. Provides a minimum of two qualified communications airmen 
to man the SOC communications section at all times--7 days per week, 24 hours 
per day. Provide additional communications support as may be necessary during 
peak periods. 
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d. Maintain close liaison with supply and maintenance support 
agencies, both commercial and military, to insure rapid response to main- 
tenance requirements and continued updating of communications equipment.
